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1 . GEORGE WILSON OF WASHINGTON POST REPORTED THAT JOINT 
CHIEFS OF STAFF CHAIRMAN SAID YESTERDAY THAT U.S. NEEDS MO- 
BILE MISSILE. WILSON SAID SOVIETS, ACCORDING TO AIR FORCE 
LEADERS, ARE DEPLOYING SO MANY ACCURATE REENTRY VEHICLES 
THAT THEY SOON WILL BE ABLE TO GANG UP ON U.S. FORCE OF 
1,054 LAND-BASED MISSILES AND CRIPPLE THEM BEFORE THEY 
COULD BE LAUNCHED FROM THEIR UNDERGROUND SILOS. "IT IS 
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IMPORTANT TO DO SOMETHING ABOUT THAT VULNERABILITY," AIR 
FORCE GENERAL DAVID C. JONES SAID YESTERDAY AT HIS FIRST 
NEWS CONFERENCE SINCE BECOMING JCS CHAIRMAN JUNE 21. "TO 
SOVIETS I SAY, YOU HAVE CAUSED THIS PROBLEM BY YOUR LARGE 
NUMBER OF REENTRY VEHICLES WITH INCREASED ACCURACY., 

JONES SAID HE WOULD HAVE "DEEP RESERVATIONS" ABOUT ANY KIND 
OF NEW ARMS CONTROL AGREEMENT THAT DID NOT ALLOW U.S. TO 
MAKE ITS LAND MISSILES LESS VULNERABLE. HE SAID "MOST 
ATTRACTIVE WAY, TO PROTECT LAND MISSILES IS MULTIPLE AIM 
POINTS (MAP) BASING SYSTEM. JONES SAID MAP "LOOKS COST- 
EFFECTIVE TO US" BECAUSE U.S. WOULD SPEND LOT LESS MONEY 

FOR SILOS THAN SOVIETS WOULD IN BUILDING ENOUGH REENTRY 
VEHICLES TO COVER THEM ALL. HE SAID HE ENVISIONS USING 
BOTH MINUTEMAN AND MX MISSILES IN MAP. WILSON SAID UNDER 
SALT TWO AGREEMENT, MOBILE MISSILES COULD NOT BE DEPLOYED 
BEFORE 1981 BUT COULD BE DEVELOPED. JONES TOLD NEWSMEN 
"I CONSIDER MOBILES ARE AUTHORIZED AND THEREFORE MAP IS 
AUTHORIZED. AND TO ME THAT IS NOT MATTER FOR DISCUSSION 
OR NEGOTIATION." ON LINKAGE, JONES SAID "IT IS VERY 
TEMPTING IN VIEW OF WHAT SOVIETS ARE DOING IN HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND IN AFRICA AND OTHER AREAS OF WORLD" TO CALL 
OF SALT NEGOTIATIONS, BUT LIMITING STRATEGIC WEAPONS 
"COULD BE TO ADVANTAGE OF BOTH SIDES.... I ALSO SAY WE 
OUGHT TO HANG TOUGH ON NEGOTIATIONS." JONES SAID HE WAS 
ENCOURAGED "BY OUR HOLDING FIRM ON SOME OF ISSUES" IN 
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SALT NEGOTIATIONS. HE ALSO SAID U.S. SHOULD SPEND MORE ON 
STRATEGIC WEAPONS IN FUTURE EVEN IF NEW SALT AGREEMENT IS 
SIGNED. NO SALT AGREEMENT WOULD REQUIRE EVEN HIGHER 
SPENDING, JONES POINTED OUT. "I JUST WANT TO DISPEL 
ANY IDEA THAT SALT IS GOING TO MEAN REDUCTION IN STRATE- 
GIC FORCE BUDGET IN DAYS AHEAD," JONES ASSERTED. HE 
SAID JCS HAVE STUCK TO THEIR POSITION THAT BACKFIRE 
SHOULD BE COUNTED AS STRATEGIC WEAPON UNDER ANY NEW SALT 
AGREEMENT. WILSON SAID JONES DENIED THAT THERE HAS 
BEEN ANY KIND OF DEAL UNDER WHICH JCS WOULD AGREE TO LET 
BACKFIRE GO UNCOVERED BY NEW SALT AGREEMENT IN EXCHANGE 
FOR GETTING MONEY FOR MORE AIR DEFENSE AND NEW BOMBER.

"HIS COMMENTS ON VARIETY OF SUBJECTS DIDN’T CONTRADICT

TO RECOGNIZE POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC REALITIES." 

3. NEW YORK TIMES PUBLISHED ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT 
FROM SAN CLEMENTE ISLAND, CALIFORNIA, THAT TWO SUBMARINE 
TESTS FIRINGS OF TOMAHAWK CRUISE MISSILE FAILED AS 
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DEFENSE SECRETARY HAROLD BROWN, NAVY OFFICIALS AND MEDIA 
REPRESENTATIVES LOOKED ON. BROWN SAID HIS CONFIDENCE IN 
CRUISE MISSILE PROGRAM WAS UNSHAKEN. "FAILURE IN PAST 
INCREASES PROBABILITY OF SUCCESS IN FUTURE,, BROWN SAID. 

4. DREW MIDDLETON OF NEW YORK TIMES SAID -REPORT 
SPONSORED BY DEFENSE NUCLEAR AGENCYCONCLUDED SOVIET 
UNION HAS ATTAINED OR IS MOVING TOWARD SUPERIORITY IN TEN 
OF 13 STRATEGIC NUCLEAR FORCES AND WEAPONS SYSTEMS. 

REPORT SAID U.S. ADVANTAGE IN SUBMARINE-LAUNCHED MIS- 
SILES WITH MULTIPLE WARHEADS AND IN INTERCONTINENTAL 
BOMBERS COULD BE ERODED BY SOVIET UNION S DEVELOPMENT 
OF SUCH WARHEADS FOR ITS SUBMARINE MISSILES AND INCLUSION 
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OF BACKFIRE IN ITS STRATEGIC CALCULATIONS. REPORT WAS 
PREPARED BY SANTA FE CORPORATION OF ALEXANDRIA, VIRGINIA. 
"CIRCULATION OF REPORT, ACCORDING TO OFFICIALS IN DEFENSE 
DEPARTMENT, HAS IRRITATED ADMINISTRATION AIDES WHO FEAR 
THAT IT MAY UNDERMINE PUBLIC SUPPORT FOR A NEW AGREEMENT 
LIMITING STRATEGIC ARMS," MIDDLETON SAID. "OFFICIALS 
CHARACTERIZED REPORT AS VALUABLE ACADEMIC STUDY THAT DID 
NOT REFLECT DEFENSE DEPARTMENT VIEWS. THOSE VIEWS ARE 
THAT SOVIET EDGE IN SOME AREAS, SUCH AS EXPLOSIVE POWER
